THE RAILWAY. 

Now that Edmonton is assured of railway 
communication either this year or early next 
sear itis well to consider before hand the 
changed conditions which the advent of the 
railway will bring about. It is an unques- 
tionable fact that without railway communi- 
cation there can be no full development of 
the resources of aninland district, no niatter 
how rich in resources that district may be, 
and that therefore the efforts towards im- 
provement made by all classes of this com- 
munity in the past have been more or less 
hampered and the general prosperity been 
kept back by reason of the lack of railway 
communication, It is no wonder that with 
an almost immediate prospect of the chief 
hindrance to our progress being removed, 
there should be a general tendency to look 
forward witha very sanguine mind to the 
future. It is quite possible indeed that just 
as in the past the disadvantages under 
which we labored were apt to be over rated, 
80 now the advantages which are certain to 
be ours shortly are quite as apt to be over 
rated. The lack of a railway in the past cid 
not prevent the earth from bringing forth its 
increase and adding tothe wealth of the 
farmer and of the community in which he 
lived, So now the existence of a railway 
will not cause it to bring forth more abund- 
antly than before and will not make the 
actual creation of wealth much easier. The 
difference will be in the fuller, ore ready 
and more advantageous realization that can be 
made on the wealth created by the operations 
of the farmer, lumber man, and coal miner. 
The ‘railway will not create wealth. The 
people will have to create the wealth in the 
same old way by the intelligent application 
of industry; the railway will only be the 
means by which they are enabled to realize 
on that wealth. No doubt the distribution 
of money during construction will make 
what are called good times until the road is 
finished and no doubt there will be a general 
advance in the values of real estate both in 
town and country resulting from the comple- 
tion of the railway. But it will bea mis- 
take tolook upon the free circulation of 
cash during construction as a guarantee of 
permanent prosperity, or the rise in the 
value of land as otherthan dependent upon 
the profit. that industry can earn by actual 
use of the land, If prosperity is te be made 
permanent and the increased value of land 
to be kept up people must turn their indus- 
try into those channels which the facilities 
offered by the railway make most profitable. 

One important if not flourishing industry 
that will be cut off by the railway is that of 
freighting, and tne greater number of those 
who are now engaged in that business will 
have to go into something else. At the same 
time the advent of the railway will beyond 
doubt open up other and very hkely more 
profitable means of livelihood, Those who 
have combined farming with freighting will 
under the new order of things find it much 
more profitable to remain on their farms 
than to leave them for any other business, 
This will increase production, and as the 
market of the world will be open to the 
farmer, at least in certain lines, increased 
production will mean increased wealth. 
There will be no danger of over production 
and therefore there will be full inducement 
to every man to exert himself to the limit of 
of his ability. Restricted to the local 


almost invariably meant a lower price. 
With access to the market of the world the 


heaviest crop at Eimonton is just as liable 


to strike the market when itis highest as 
when itis low. The largest crop may now 


market the farmer found that a good re 


the completion of the Hudson's Bay railway 
and « tributary system but is not to be 
thought of under ordinary circunistances in 
connection with the Calgary & Edmonton. 
But just as the heavy grades 
and great distance keep ws out 
of the eastern market with these pro- 
ducts, heavier grades and an equal distance 
give us command of the British Columbia 
market as against our nearest competitor, 
Manitoba, What the British Columbia de- 
mand will amount to in the future it is diffi- 
cult to estimate, but with the small agricul- 
tural area of that province and ite illimitable 
and inexhaustible foresta and mines, it must 
become very great. At the present time 
there is no doubt that ite demands are much 
greater than Northern Alberta could at pre- 
sent, or for years will be able to, supply. In 
other products of the farm on which the 
freight would not bear so great a proportion 
to the selling price—such as horses, cattle, 
pigs, wool, poultry and dairy products-— 
Northern Alberta will have the advantage 
in British Columbia, and will not bedebarred 
from competing in the east. If wild range 
cattle can be shipped frum Calgary to Eng- 
land with advantage the more gentle and bet- 
terfarm raised cattle of Northern Alberta can 
be shipped quite as profitably from Edmon- 
ton. If hogs can be raised with profit in 
Western Kansas and Texas and be shipped 
alive at a profit to Chicago, they can be 
raised just as cheaply in Alberta and shipped 
as profitably to Montreal. If butter and 
cheese can be made with profit on the 
scanty pasturage and high priced land of 
Onturio, the more abundant grass and cheap 
land of Northern Alberta will more than 
make up the extra cost of railway carriage. 
Besides giving the farmer access to the 
world’s market and thereby permitting the 
fullest development of the agricultural re- 
resources of the country the advent of the 
railway will cause the expansion of many 
important industries besides thst of agri- 
culture. The coal and sawiag timber of the 
Upper Saskatchewan will be in demand 
along the Calgary & Edmonton railway line 
and not less all along the Saskatchewan river 
to Prince Albert and inthetributary country. 
Machinery will be brought in to work the 
gold deposits of the Saskatchewan and other 
rivers on a scale and at a profit not now 
povsible. The cheap coal and excellent 
wheat raising capabilities of this region 
ensure the establishment of an important 
flour milling industry. The great petroleum 
deposits of the Athabasca will be turned to 
account and employ thousands of men and 
millions of capital. The vast and valuable 
resources ofthis the most richly endowed 
corner of the North American continent will 
only begin to be turned to profitable account 
when rail vay communication is secured,

FORT SASKATCHEWAN 

Had a royal time of it on Dominion day.

PEACE RIVER. 

John Hodgson, who arrived from Lesser 
Slave lake a couple of weeks ago with Rev. 
Mr. Holmes went to Peace river from Prince 
Albert by way of Edmonton in the summer 
of 1887 to mine gold, He was accompanied 
by an old Montana miner named Dan. 
Gould. They reached Peace river early in 
August of 1887 and began mining on the 
parson rare St. John,about 50 miles below

Chinooks were felt strongly several times — 
during the winter which cleared the snow 
from the hill sides. ‘The ice was late in 
leaving Peace river the next spring and did 
not go out until May 10th. The men started 
mining again in the latter part of May and 
took out $100 inten ortwelve days, when 
the high water stepped them. They then 
laid up for 86 days. At the end of that time 
the water had lowered sufficiently to permit 
them to work, and out of the bar they had 
already worked they took $150 more. They 
then moved to another bar and wok out $100 
in two days and in four following days took 
out an ounce aday. They then moved to 
the bar worked out the fall before and took 
out $70. The last bar worked on during 
that season was near Fort St. John and 
yielded $257 in ten days. Hodgson & Gould 
parted company that fall and the former 
spent the winter of 1888-9 at the mouth of 
Smoky river with A. Mackenzie, who is 
establishing a farm there. Hodgson left 
Peace river in July 1889 and has since resid- 
ed at Lesser Slave lake post, where he is 
now engaged in erecting mission buildings 
for Kev. Mr. Holmes. 

His opinion of the Peace river as an agricul- 
tural country is not favorable, as summer 
frosts are prevalent. The river flats on 
which the H. B. posts wre situated are com- 
paratively free from frost but are not of 
great area, while the upland is frosty. Last 
year, however, the upland was free from 
frost and a crop put in by Rev. Mr. Brick at 
Old Wives lakes, in rear of Dunvegan, was a 
success. The gardens at Hudson’s Hope, 
Fort St. John and Dunvegan are almost uni- 
formly successful. A. Mackenzie at the 
mouth of the Smoky and Rev. Mr. Brick 
seven miles above have about ten and twen- 
ty acres under crop respectively, Cattle 
and horses do well, the country is of pleasing 
appearance and the winter climate not as 
severe as at Prince Albert. Game is not as 
scarce as has been reported. Atthe Narrows 
on Peace river 30 miles below Fort St. John 
Mr. Hodgson has counted 13 bears feeding 
on asingle flat of not more than 200 acres. 
In February and March of 1888 an Indian 
killed 27 moose between St. John and Hud- 
son’s Hope, and the same Indian in the 
epring killed five bears at Montanais river.

CLIMATIC EFFECT OF FORESTS. 


The Globe of a recent issue published a 

per on the climatic effect of forests, read 

y Dr. P. H. Bryce of Toronto before the 
international conference of state boarde of 
health held recently at Nashville, Tennessee. 
The paper is too long to admit of publication 
in these columns, but the reasoning fs clear 
and the conclusions important and pointed. 

In the spring the forest prevents the snow 
from melting away as suddenly as on the 
unprotected plains, with the result that 
there is less danger of spring freshets and a 
yreater amount of moisture is retained in 
the ground to feed the streams and promote 
vegetable growth during the summer—the 
forest causes a more even distribution 
throughout the summer of the winter's 
moisture. 

The evaporation from the leaves of a tree 
must be many times greater than that from 
an area of bare ground equal to that cover. 
ed by the tree, therefore the atmosphere 
around the tree is kept cooler while the hot 
rays of summer sun are striking it than the 
saine atmosphere would be if the tree were 
not there. is evaporation from the tree 
tends toform clouds in the evening as the 
sun loses power and these clouds keep from 
escaping into space the radiating heat of the 
earth during the night, thereby tending to 
prevent summer frost. The tree acts asa 
parasol during the day and a blanket at 
night, and by so much lessens the chances of 
vegetation being scorched during the day 
and frost bitten at night. 

Surfaces unsheltered by trees become 
greatly heated during the hot suminer days, 
and the air immediately above them be- 
comes greatly heated as well. These columns 
of dry greatly heated air, moving across 
mountains or over lakes meet atmospheres 
of other temperatures and set up disturb- 
ances resulting in water spouts, cyclones, 
hail storms, etc. The presence of trees 
prevents the heating of the surface of the 
earth tosuch an extraordinary degree and 
therefore prevents the first cause of these 
disturbances. Even where the country is 
only partially timbered general overhcating 
of the sir is prevented and the danger of 
storns reduced by so much. 

This isthe theory which accounts for the 
fact of the superior fertiity of Northern 
Alberta and the Saskatchewan country at 
large oyer the bare plains of the south; 
which accounts for its greater freedom from 
summer frosts although further north, and 
which accounts for its absolute freedom 
from cyclones and blizzards in summer and 
winter, for this country is partly timbered 
throughout and lies along the southern 
limit of the true forest of the north. The 
evidence quoted, although indirectly given 
and therefore more credable, is directly 
applicable to the case of Northern Alberta 
and the Saskatchewan country and 16 well 
worth the study of all persons desiring to 
locate in the Northwest and who are in 
doubt as to the region which they should 
choose. The north country is in less danger 
from killing drouth or hot winds or summer 
frosts, or cyclones or hailstorms or blizzards 
than the south country, simply because it is 
pare timbered while the south country is 
are plain. At the same time the unfavorable 
difference in latitude on the average temper- 
ature is made up by the ‘favorable difference 
in altitude, and the equalizing effect of the 
west winds.
